The ehiif Sscretary^s 
Lngt Words to the Gansdian Field. 

Amid the rush of the last few days' toil at 
Headquarters, the War Cry Sub. (in the 
absence of the r.clitor) did level best to 
secure an interview with Colonel Jacobs for 
the benefit of War Cry readers. 

We wanted ito get a fe\\' pointers from iiis 
ripe experience which should profit us aU in 
days to come. 

But the Colonel's pprtfolios were running 
over with urgent matter, and he was not easy 
to catch, in a moment sufficiently U>:ig dis- 
engaged from other bwsiness, to be able to 
trsr.B^oEe his- tbongVs to such prose as a 
War Cry essay. 

At the last moment, however, a little mes- 
sage for Canadian officers and soldiery comes 
to hand, which will be prized by 'uoi li, inas- 
much as the Colonel speaks out of his heart 
some few of t!ie deep-seated feelings which 
strive for utterance at such itimes, and which 
too often have to remain unspoken by reason 
of a clicking sensation in both heart and 
throat.

Mrs. Booth's Address at the London Mansion 
House Meeting for the Physical Im- 
provement of the Nation, 

At last a tangible and combined effort is 
to be put forth to arrest the physical deter- 
ioration of <tbe nation, concerning whirli so 
much hab been heard during the l^ist year 
Or two. 

On Wednesday afternoon a gieaL and re- 
presentative-meeting was held in the Mansion 
House for the purpose of forming a federa- 
tion of all agencies devoted to this cause, to 
be called "The National League for Physical 
Education- and Improvement." 

The Object of the League is to combat by 
united aci.;oi, the evils, ccpsc;a!!y '.hose "( 
overcrowding, bad nourishment, lack of air 
and exercise, and above all the absence of 
proper " mother," which prod^uce deteriora- 
tion. 

Sixty of Britain's most eminent medical 
men, distinguished lawyers, clerics, and Mem- 
bers of Parliament have given warm approval 
of the schemie. 

The Lord Mayor presided, and the speakers 
included the Bishop of Ripon, the Loid Chief 
Justice (Lord Alverstone), and Sir William 
Broadbent. 

Mrs. Booth gave an address on " Marriage 
and Motherhood " that aroused immense en- 
thusiasm and secured earnest atlenlion, and 
a report of which onr readers will, wc arc 
sure, be. glad to peruse;— 

The Army's Approval. 

" I am happy, my Lord Mayor, to support 
the resolution which has been proposed by 
Sir William Broadbent, and so ably seconded 
by Mr. Alderman Strong. lit has devolved 
upon me to address you this afternoon be- 
cause, owing to ?. prior engagement of an im- 
portant nature, my 'husband was compflled 
to refuse Sir Lauder Brunton's invitation, i 
would very much rather that he should have 
occupied these few momcnits, as he would 
have been so much better able to deal with 
the question btrfore us. 

"For, as leaders of the Salvation Army, 
we welcome the inauguration of this Society, 
From oiir knowledge of the conditions that 
obtain in manv parts of iLhe country, and of 
the melancholy ignorance which prevails 
amongst large sections of the commnnity, we 
realize thpt there is a field of usefulness in 
which it may he of.great benefit to the nation. 

" It seems to us that Bhis is an age of great 
specialization in every department of life, and 
it is appropriate that just as we have special 
societies and special plans for deal.ng with 
other objects, there should be a missionary 
enterprise, organized and equipped, to deal 
with this particular subject, which undoubt-- 
edly is one of great importance morally as 
well as physically. And I rejoice in the fact 
that this Society, met here this afternoon, will 
endeavor to strengthen the influence of the 
societies that are already in the field. 

" It seems to me, my Lord Mayor, that I 
may feel specially gkd to support the Society 
because it can bestow such an immense good 
upon the nation by setting before the people 
a ptire and high ideal of motherhood. This 
question is really one of good mothers. (Ap- 
plause.) It has been said that the way to 
become good is to be born good, and it seems 
to me that rt will be a work of the very high- 
est benefit to the community at large and to 
our country, if we can set before our people 
what it means to be a true mother — (Ap- 
plause) — and if wc can so influence them and 
instruct their minds, and especially Lhcir feel- 
ings, that that mighty force which, just as the 
tide sweeps into every nook and cranny of 
the coast, pervades society as a whole— public 
opinion — shall be in favor of a. pure, a shel- 
tered, an instructed and a free motherhood. 
(Applause.) 

The True Mother. 
" In the few momen'ts at my disposal I 
would like to allude to one or two of the lead- 



ing principles which must lie at the base of 
such an ideal, and I hope it will be found 
possible for this Society to impress them upon 
our people. 

" First of all, how necessayy it is to exalt 
■the idea of marriage ; to take it altogether on 
ito a new plane; to raise it alike from the 
sordid contract of social convenience or finan- 
cial advantage, from the hasty union of pas- 
sion, and from the ill-conditioned assortment 
of the ignorant lad and undeveloped girl. 
We can never have hope for the motherhood 
for which wf plead, and for wliich thj nation 
pleads, without a marriage based on the pure, 
respecting love of one man for one woman. 
Such a marriage will prove a union under the 
sanction of God's providence. It may not be 
a sacrament, but it will be, whether recog- 
nized as such or not, a sacred thing. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"Then, let ii."; formally declare that such a 
wife must be free — I hope you understand me. 
Free in the disposal of her own person, as 
regards her own thoughts and aileclions in 
the very highest sense of the word. When 
this is achieved we shall have traveled far 
towards a motherhood which realizes the 
greatness of its vocation, and honors its part 
in continuing and ennobling our race, and 
which will welcome to its arms, without a 
shadow of regret, every new life entrusted to 
it. (Applause.) 

" It augurs well that we have heard, these 
words from Sir William Broadbent, and that 
there are other eminent -medical gentlemen 
here with us who have expressed their sym- 
pathy with Phis Society; and 1 suppose we 
must look — I confess that in the past I have 
not been able to do so without some misgiv- 
ings — to them to enforce that great law of 
nature to which Sir William Broadbent allud- 
ed — ithat the true mother vyill herself nourish 
her ohild. If a mother should shirk that duty 
it is a shanie to her, and if any mother should 
be prevented from discharging it by poverty, 
or hunger, or overwork it is a shanie to us 
as a nation, (Applause.) 

" If we fail in our children, what will be- 
come of Our race? Not all the merchandise 
of the seas, whether we get iit here protected 
or unprotected — or, as Mr. Rider Haggard 
has been saying, not all the wealth of the 
earth can supply the place of our children. 
(Applause.) 

Childhood's Best Teacher. 

" Then I think it should be understood that 
the true mother is the child's first" teacher. 
If -will learn the most from w'hoever loves it 
first, and we must insist that upon her rests 
the responsibility of that training of the heart 
besides which, as Sir Walter Scott said, all 
other training is moonshine. The Spaniards 
have a saying that 'an ounce of mother is 
worth a ton of priest.' (Laugflitcr.) Our 
mothers of to-day may be, perhaps, emanci- 
pated from the priesthood, but do they not 
need to beware of delegating ito others duties 
and responsibilities which they are best fitted 
to carry out — even to 
professors, no matter 
■how able or exper- 
ienced, whether in re- 
ligion, or science, or 
medicine. (Applause.) 

"The mother for 
whom we plead, and 
whom this Society will 
work ito -train, will her- 
self be the chief in- 
structor of her children, 
and will he the one 
whose example of un- 
selfishness will afford 
the chief incentive to 
them to lead noble 
lives. And in their 
nobility of character 
and physique, in their 
devotion to duty, in 
their patrictism, and in 
tiieir love of honor and 
truth, -she will find, 
first by an-'icipation, 
and afterwards by hap- 
py experience, the real 



joy of her life. (Applauce.) Without 
this, to a mother, all worldly display, 
comfort, sensual grntifieation, and happiness 
of every kind, arc as nothing. Let us show 
mothers placed in poor circumstances that a 
mother's instructed, unselfish ' love returns 
with a thousandfold of blessing to her own 
heart. 

" You will not be surprised that 1, as a 
Salvation Army officer, will add that the mo- 
ther, in order to realise this supreme ideal of 
jnotberhood, will be one who, havinsr received 
her children in the spirit of the Saviour's 
words, wlien He said, ' Whosoever shall re- 
ceive oaesuch little one in My name receiveth 
Me,' and having trained them in that unself- 
ishness and restraint which she has learnt 
from Him, will guide their feet to His throne 
in humble pray-er and dedication, will let them 
hear from her lips the secret things of- life, 
and send them forth forewarned anj fore- 
armed to meet the evils that are in the 
world, and to embrace a life of purity and 
devotion in the service of their God. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Parental Responsibility. 

" I say can we not help even the poorest of 
the poor, whose difficulties, whose trials, and 
the perplexity of whose circumstances, I am 
convinced, are very little understood by most 
of those before me here this afternoon ? Can 
we not help to teach even them this duty, 
and instead of relieving parents from their 
responsibilities for the education and for the 
physical improvement and well being of their 
children — and even, as I understand is con- 
templated, the responsibility for the leeding 
of those ehildren — can we not, by precept and 
example, and by legislation if need be, bring 
closer home to both parents the necessity, the 
importance, the happiness, and' the rewards 
of a closer attention to parental duties? 

" It would be, I am convinced, an actual 
saving to the nation if even some public 
money were expended in some way by en- 
couraging parents to do well by their children. 
And surely we hav-e to-day reached a stage 
in our civilization when, if we have come to 
the doubtful decision to prohibit these very 
children from earning for tliemselves the few 
pence which will bring a little bit of bread to 
their mouths, or perhaps keep together the 
roof Over their little heads — can we not find 
some penalty for the selfish parents who make 
this necessary by spending their means in 
riotious living?" 

Mr. Haldane, K.C., M.P., followed Mrs. 
Booth, and thus referred to her address: 

" The response which has been made to 
the eloquent speech we have just listened to 
is proof that but little argument is wanted 
from any subsequent speaker. Mrs. B ram well 
Booth has spoken as a missionary, and the 
answer that came from an audience usually 
ciitical and not prone, when it is of such a 
character, to let itself go, shows ihow much 
the heart of this meeting was with her."

Eye- Sight.. 
A frequent cajae u£ dlacon-.fort in the use of 
spectacles is the Innocent practice of wearing an- 
other person's glasses. One -member of a family 
will frequently acquire a hahU. of wearing spectacles 
Intended for the eyta of another, and will wonder that 
iiiey cause such discomfort. It is to be remembered 
that spectacles should be fitted with the same ac- 
curacy as shoes or gloves; Indeed, ivlth more ac- 
curacy, since tbe eye is far more delicate and sus- 
ceptible to the -influence of strains than either the 
foot or the hand, 

it sliould be J'emembered that the same Individual 
may require two pairs of spectacles for dItCerent 
purposes. Thus a short-sighted person will usually 
require weaker glosses for viewing distant objects 
than for reading. As tlie eye changes with the rest 
of the body In advancing years, it will beconip neces- 
sary to change tbe spectacles at intervals. Neglect 
to do this will. In many cases, cause much discomfort 
and c'.'er. pala. . 

-As to i materials of the lenses themselves, the 
choice rests between pebble and glass. In former 
times the' pebble (rock crystal) -was -inuch to be pre- 
ferred. But in later years glass Is made in a (juallty 
so much superior to that of half a century -tgo thoit 
there la little choice between Uie two except In one 
;>ti-rtlcular; this is the greater hardness of the pebble, 
as a result of which It Is not so liable to -be scratched, 
and may last longer. Spectacles of pebble nuy be 
wiped with a pocket handkerchlEf without ii.Jury, 
while lenses of glass should be cleaned only with a 
piece of wash Jeathir kept for the purpo.'ie. It is 
extremely Important that spectacles be kspt with 
care, not only to avoid scratching by cont<i£t witli 
hdru Eju'uK^lai'ioen, u'ut also 'lO preserve the original 
shape of the fiiame. Tlie pasteboard cases "A'hich 
are commonly employed for the purpose are rarely 
auftic-Icn-tly stiff to rcfist the pressure to which they 
are exiiosed in the ordinary course of life. 

If it be impossible to secure the oerviees of a 
professional eye surgeon in selecting ,the proper 
lenses, the Individual .should bear lu mind one or two 
points. 

The best way of deciding upon the strengtli re- 
quired In the lenses is to test them by means of tbe 
•types which are kept for the purpose by every dealer 
in optical goods. It may be said in general that a 
short-sighted individual should select on.> of the 
weakest glasses which will tnable him to accomplish 
the desired object, whether tluit be for viewing dis- 
tant or near objects; a far-sighted individual, on 
the contrary, may selfct a somewhat stronser gloss 
for the same purpose. 

As a person advances in years the eyes undergo . 
certain changes, which interfere somewhat with the 
performance of Its functions, and deprive it of some 
of the powtrs which It possessed lii youth. These 
changes are just as natural to the eyes as the 
changes which occur In the akin, the hair, ar.d the 
bones. The eye becomes somewhat flatter anC the 
crystailino lens acquires a degj'ee of liardn'jjs which 
renders it incapable of undtrgoing the Sams changes 
of form which It exhibited in early life. 

It will be remembered that these chaniees of form 
occur when the eye Is changed from dl»ta.it to near 
vision, and conversely. When the person looks a.t 
distant Objects the lens is comparatively llai; when 
the eye is directed to near objects the ions Is, by 
■the action or the ciliary muecle, rendered more 
curved. This change in form— which Is technically 
L.illed the accommodation of the eye — Is necessary 
In orJer that a picture of the various ojjj'iots will 
be accurat'ily produced upon the retina. 

When the lens has become hardened, and ilierefore 
less compressaWe than It was in earlv life, thla 
power of accommodatloi., whereby t.'-.e eye can be 
adapted for viewing near objects. Is praotlcilly lost. 
The individual, thsrefcre, oa,n Jio longer hso objects 
lield near to the face with the same dlstln-tneEs as 
he did twenty or thirty years previously, though his - 
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Ins to all with whom I oome In contact. — The Saved 
Hostler, John Murchi£On, Ctaesley.

Some 
individuals, of course, are spared this neceaslty for 
It much longer time, sometimes because their eyes 
-are subject to defects -which are remedied by the 
change of the lens due -to old age. In every ease it 
will be well for th'e individual to begin with weak, 
glasses, ana change them for stronger, ones as th& 
progreBBing change in the eye requires. 




Cress and cucumbers m^lce refreshlnE sandwiches. 
Cut the cucumbers into very Uiln slices, sprlnUe 
them with salt, and place them on o cloth lo absorb 
the moisture. Cut tbe bread Into thin slices, butter 
them and cover with slices of cucumber. Add a few 
bits of cress, cover eacli slice wltii anothev piece of 
bread, and cut liie auiJil^luiifc-B into stiuares or nar- 
row strips. 

Yorkshire Puddinsr. — In England Yorksiure pud- 
ding -is always cooked and served with roast beef 
Here are dlrectlonti for making this famous Engllsfi 
dish : Beat to a stiff froth three fresh eggs, the 
wihltes, and yolks together. Then add one pint of 
milk, stlrrSnjf it well tiirough the bsaten eggs. Put 
six generous tablespoonfuis of flour Into a bowl, then 
gradually add the milk and eggs, stirring briskly t!!I 
as smooth as sream. Then strain the mlxtur-s througli 
a sieve. Add a teaspoonful oC salt and a few dashes 
of freshly ground pepper. About three-quartera of 
an hour before the beef la done draw the pan for- 
ward in the ovenjind lift the Joint. Pour In the hat- 
ter and let it bake with the betf. If the oven is very 
hot half an hour will do ithe pudding. Cut It in 
squares and serve with the beef. 

Ginger Snaps. — One cup of butter,, one cup of lard, 
two cups of molasses, one cup of sugar. Boll these 
together. Add one teaspoonful of salt, two teuspoon- 
tuis of ginger, one teaspoonful of soda, nnd flour 
enough to roll them, 

Strawberry Sauce. — ^Wash one-quarter cupt.il of 
butter in a bowl, and stir till creamy; then uja, 
gradually, a three-q-iiarter cupful of sugar, stUiiiig 
constantly. Crush one and a half cupfulg of ripe 
strawberries with a silver fork, and mix them with 
the sauce; add, lastly. If handy, half cupful whipped 
cream and serve with the -pudding. If a pudding 
form Is not handy, take a tin kettle or a melon moll 

Jamaica Jelly. — Jamaica Jelly is made of good, 
canned pineapple. First, soak one ounce of gelatine 
in half a pint of cold jwater for a couple of hours, 
and if not properly dissolved, stand the basin cuc- 
tain-ing it over a saucejian of bolllhg water; thtn add 
all the liquid from the tin of pineapple, the Juice of 
two lemons and (Ae thinly peeled rind of one, four 
ounces of ioai sugar, and half a rJut of boiling wa-tcr. 
Strain t^irough a jeliy bis, and, If necessary, cloRT 
with the whipped whites and the sliells cf t»u cgsa. 
Have a quart mold filled with -cold water, turn tiiis 
out, pour In a little Jelly, lay on It a few pieces of 
t ' inali. Allow uillj to scL, tiicii add jnoie 
Jeiiy and plncappio till the mold Is nlled. Stand ter 
six hours before turning. It out on a dish. > 



FIRST IN PEACE. 

It Is to the credit of Great Britain that, of the 
many arbitration treaties since 1B99, she iiaa formed 
more with forplgTi ccuntrlfiE than any other nation. 

From this It will be seen that Great Britain has, 
in five years, made arbitration treaties wltii France, 
Spain, Italy, Portugal, Norway and Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, Germany, and Austria-Hungary — eight In 
all. Itext come France and Switzerland, with seven 
e.ich; Norway and Sweden, with five each. Austrlii- 
Hungary and Italy with four each; Belgium. POitu- 
gnl, the Netherlands, and Spain, with three each; 
Germany and Russia, with two eaeb; Denmark, with 
one; Turkey and the United Sto.tes, with none. By 
a single act of its' Irresponsible Senate, the Unltefi 
Slates has at once snubbed Its President and dt- 
feated "lyen arbltrat;on treaties which i-.e had 
tentatively formed. 

SKELETONS UNEARTHEU IN TRENCHES. 

A curious discovery has been made in liie eourss 
of some excavations that have b.eii in i<i'igr,;si lu 
St. Martin de Ke, in BYanw. The eicavulora un- 
earthed trenches In which lay skeletons, wiiich were 
presumably those of the citizens who -fell fighting 
there in defending tbe town against the English In 
1627. Among the skeletons was found a spliorlc^ 
Iron bomb contatninn: 9. moist blaeic uowa'-r. iviililt 
was found lo conslat of about s. third of nitre, a 
third of carbon, and a fifth of ni.ilphur, the riniilndsr 
being iron oslde derived from the rusting of tlia 
Iron shell.

DEATH OF CHARLES I— A.D. 1649-1651. 

The Long . Parliament , did not wjfji to liave no 
king, only to make him do what they pleased; and 
they went on trying whether he would coine back 
to rolgn aciiordlng to their iiutlonu. Me wnuid have 
given up a ereat ileal, but. ji-hen they wanted him to 
declare that there should be no bishops In £ngland 
he would ntvar coiisen.t.'Iqr he. thought there uould 
be no real church without bishops, as our Lord Ilim- 
uelt had appointed. 

At last, after there had been much debating, and 
It woa plain that It would never come to an end, 
(Jllver Cromwell sent aome o£ his ofHcera to take 
King Charles Into their hands. Instead of ihe per- 
sons appointed by Parliament, 86 the king was 
.prisoner to the army Instead ol to Parllamtnt. 

Cromwell was a very able man, and be saw that 
i\obody could settle-the dlRlcultles about the law and 
the rlffht ol the people but himself. No one can tell 
whether he wlahej to do right or to moke himself 
great; but his heart could not have been set rl^ht 
flr he would not have done bo terrible nn net as he 
did. He saw that Ihlni^a never woula bi: settled 
while the king lived, nor by the Parliament; eo lie 
sent one of hla ofBcers, named Pryde, to lata out all 
the MBmbe.rs of Parliament who woald not do his 
will, and then the fifty who were left appointed u 
court of officers and lawyers to try the king. Charles 
ivas brs>usht before themi but, aa they liad no right 
to try 'him,, he would not say a word in answer to 
them.. Nevertheless, they sentenced him to have his 
head cut otC. He had borne all his troubles In the 
most meek and. patient way, forgiving all his enemies 
and praying for them; and he was refljdy to die In 
the same temper. His queen was In France, and 
all his children were safe out of Elngland, escept his 
daushter ELzabeth, who was twelve years old, and 
little Henry, who was five. They were brought to 
Whitehall Palace tor him to see, the night before he 
vfes to die. He took the little boy cm his knee, and 
talked a. lonff time to Elizabeth, telling her what 
books to read, oJid giving her his massages to her 
mother and brothers; and then he told Utile Henry 
to Hiark what lie saia. and to mind the:t he muet 
never set up as a king while his elder brothers, 
Charles and James,. were alive. The little boy said, 
amopflf hls.teais, "I will be ioiti in pletaa DraL" Bis 



father kissed and blessed the .two children, and left 
them. 

The iicjct day was the 30th of Januaiy. 1019. The 
king was allowed to have Bishop Juxon to read and 
pray with him, and to give him the holy, communion. 
After. that, forgiving . his enemies, and praying for 
them, he was led to the Banqueting House- at 
Whitehall, andout through a window. On to a scat- 
fold hung with black cloth. He said hla last prayers, 
and the executioner cut off his head with one blow, 
and held It up to the people. He was burled at night, 
in St. Gtuige'a Ohapel at Windsor, Fby torn- faithful 
noblemen, but they were not allowed to use any ser- 
vice over his grave. 

The Scots were so much shocked to llnd what 
their selling of their king had come to, that they 
Invlt'^d his eldest son, Charles, a young man of nine- 
teen, to come and reign over them, and offered to set 
him on the English throne again. Young Charles 
came: but they were so strict that they made his 
life very dull and weary,' since they saw sin In every 
amusement. However, they kept their promise of 
marching into England, and some of the English 
cavaliers joined them; but Oliver Cromwell and his 
army met them at Worcester, and they were entirely 
beaten. Young King Charles had to go away with 
a tew gentlemen, and he woa so closely followed 
that the had to put him in cheurge of some 
woodmen named Penderel, who lived In Bos- 
cobel Forest. They dressed him In a rough 
leather suit like their own, and when the Itoundhead 
soldiers came to search, he was blddeji among the 
branches of an oak tree above their heads. After- 
wards, a lady named Jane Lane helped him over 
another part of his Journey, by letting him ride on 
horseback before her as her servant; but, when she 
Hfnppwl at iin Inn. he was very near being found 
out, because he did not know how to turn the spit 
111 the kitchen when the eook asked him. However, 
he got safely to Brighton, which was only a little 
village then, and a boat took him to Prance, where 
his mother was living. 

In the meantime, his young sister and brother, 
Ellzalieth and Henry, had been sent to the Isle of 
Wight, to Carisbrook Castle. BUzaibeth was pining 
away with sorrow, and before long she was found 
dead, with her eheek resting on her open Bible. 
After this, little Henry was sent to be with his mo- 
ther In France. 

The eldest sister, Mary, had been married, just as 
the war begun, to the Prince of Qrange, who lived In 
Holland, and was left a widow with one little son. 
James, Duke of York, the second brother, had at 
first been In the keeping of a Parliamentary noble- 
man, with his brother and sister, iv. L-o.".Son; but.
